Response to BPAI Decision - Examiner Reversed 

Claims 1-4 have been withdrawn. 
Claims 6-11, 13, 14, 16, 26 and 27 have been canceled. 
Claims 5, 12, 15, 17-25 and 28 are pending. 

Claims 5, 12, 15, 17-25 and 28 are allowed . 
Response to Arguments 

I. Applicant's arguments filed in the Appeal Brief on 9/14/2010, with respect to claims 5, 
12, 15, 17-25 and 28 have been considered and are persuasive. Therefore the finality and 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) rejections of the pending claims have been withdrawn. 



Reasons for Allowance 

II. This communication warrants no Examiner's reason for allowance, as Applicant's reply 
makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as required by rule 37 
CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of Applicant's comments in the Remarks filed in the 
Appeal Brief arguments filed on 9/14/2010 and the BPAI Decision rendered on 10/19/2012 with 
respect to the claimed limitations of, "a method for sending data over the Internet, said method 
comprising: receiving a plurality of requests for a particular resource provided at a remote 
server on the Internet, the plurality of requests being provided by different requestors; retrieving 
the particular resource from the remote server once for the plurality of requests to obtain the 
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particular resource requested by the plurality of requests; and thereafter sending the particular 
resource to the different requestors, wherein said retrieving and/or said sending are performed 
after a predetermined quantity of the plurality of requests have been received, wherein the 
particular resource comprises digital data, and wherein said sending of the particular resource 
to the different requestors comprises forming multi-destination data packets to carry data of the 
particular resource, and transmitting the multi-destination data packets" (as stated in different 
embodiments of Independent Claims 5, 12, 15, 21, 25 and 28) sufficiently present the reasons 
claims are patentable over the prior art of record. Thus, the reason for allowance is in all 
probability evident from the record and no statement of an Examiner's reason for allowance is 
necessary (see MPEP 13202.14).
